G.S.R, 48(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 36 of the Finance Act, 1979 (21 of 1979), the Central Gov- 
emnienl, being satisfied that it is necessarv^ and expedient so to do, 
hereby exempts the Heads of States and, as the case may be, 
the Heads of Governments and the delegates of Tanzania, Greece, 
Sweden, Mexico and Argentina coming to attend the Six-Nation 
Sumiiiit on Nuck;ar Disarmament being held in New Delhi on the 
28th January, 1985, from the payment of foreign travel tax 
leviabie under sub-section (1) of section 35 of the said Act, 
in respect of tlieir international journey to any place outside India 
at the close of the said Summit. 

2, This notification shall remain in force upto and inclusive 
of the 31st January, 1985. 
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
